To Benson McFarland, a Constable of the Town of 


Freedom, in the County of Waldo, Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 


Freedom in the year of 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her report 
of nursing services given to individuals, families and 
school in Freedom during the year 1968. Referrals for 
these services were received from individuals, families, 
physicians, school personnel and various other sources. 
The types of health problems varied; the services pro- 
vided, therefore, varied in accordance to the need for 
them. They included nursing care of the sick and handi- 
capped patients, health supervision and, in some instan- 
ces, consultation. 

A total of seventy visits were made to persons in 
their homes. Eighteen conferences were held with physi- 
cians, school personnel, social workers and community 
members in behalf of individual patients or health pro- 
grams. 

Infant and pre-school age children, not under the 
supvervision of a private physician, were invited to attend 
child health conferences in Unitv. where phvsical exam- 
inations and necessary immunizations for measles, polio, 
smallpox. diphtheria-tetanus and whooping cough were 
given by Edmund Ervin, M. D. The nurse discussed the 
child’s health with the parents. 
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Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel 
regarding individual students. 

As a part of the school health program, visual test- 
ing was done by school personnel and auditory testing 
by your public health nurse. School children received 
necessary immunizations, by Harrison Aldrich, D. O., at 
Mt. View immunization clinics. 

Your nurse assisted patients and families to carry 
on the regime of care prescribed by their physician. 

Your nurse appreciated the cooperation of the com- 
munity.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended February 15, 
1968. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits, and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed 
that net departmental balances lapsed to surplus a- 
mounted to $5,759.64, per the following summary: 


Departmental Balances 


Unexpended $6,728.93 
Overdrafts (969:29) 
Net Balance to Surplus $5,759.64 


Unexpended balances in Excise Taxes ($3,820.89) in 
Winter Roads ($978.35) were the principal factors con- 
tributing to net balances credited to General fund surplus. 


ASSETS......The General fund cash balance of $14,251.87 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Deposits in transit and 
outstanding checks were verified. 


Taxes Receivable of $4,881.10 represented the uncol- 
lected balance of the 1967 commitment in the amount of 
$3,558.84 and a balance of $1,322.26 remaining uncol- 
lected on prior years commitments. 
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Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$1,300.95 and $1,562.44 at the year end. 


LIA BILITIBS..::.....: The Town had no recorded liabilities 
at the year end. 


SURPOUs ee The Unappropriated Surplus of the Town 
amounted to $22,023.86 at the year end, an increase of 
$168.35 as compared with the preceding year. This 
increase was occasioned principally by departmental 
balances lapsed to surplus less transfers from surplus to 
departmental operations. 


TRUSTE URDS aie Trust fund principals amounted to 
$700.00 while unexpended income totaled $218.69 at the 
year end. These were represented by time deposits. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Tax collectors are responsible for settlement in full 
for taxes committed to them. They are charged with the 
responsbility for taking whatever action is necessary to 
effect the collection of these commitments. Failure to do 
this may result in action against their bonds. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 15, 1968, and the re- 
sult of its operations for the year then ended.
